"A private office — 60 to 6S 
decibels. A general office. 70-75. 


"Somebody shouting at you 
from a distance of three feet 
might make 90 decibels. Ability 
to communicate stops at about 
8$ decibels, and the most avid 


television or radio fan won't 
turn the volume past 90 deci- 
bels." 


Larabell said the Air Force 
and others have worked up ex- 
posure charts that show how 
much sound over what period of 
time may be damaging. 


He said he measured a vol- 
ume of 90 to 95 decibels 20 feet 
from a teen-age band. "By Air 
Force charts, this much sound 
over an exposure of 15 minutes 
deflnitely can be harmful."

China has exploded another 
nuclear de\ice and thrown yet 
another bomb into the rubble of 
Soviet-Chinese relattens. 


As much as hny other one fac- 
tor. atomic weaponry has con- 
tributed liberally to worsening 
relations between the two Com- 
munist giants and may yet be 
the element which makes the 
break complete and final. 


With the latest explosion 
^ 
Red China's fifth and its third 
this year — Peking issued a 
propaganda blast which said the 
success of these tests "is a 
heavy blow to U.S. imperialism 
and Soviet modern revisionism, 
which have been coUaborating 
in a vain attempt to enfbree 
their nuclear monopoly , and 
otage the revolutteniry 
t l r ^ - 
glet ef aQ oppressed people and 
opprOssed nations.** 


With «ich Hod Chtnoea oipl». 
aion Soviet nervouaneat haa in- 
creased.

Moscow appears now to see in 
China's nuclear club member- 
ship a real threat of nuclear 
weapons 
spreading 
to other 
countries and of a world situa- 
tion developing beyond the con- 
trol of the two major nuclear 
powers. 


''Break Meeepeb" 


Peking has vowed again and 
again to ''break the nuclear m ^ 
nopoly" of the Sovieto and 
m 
Americans, and has given the 
impression that it believes tiie 
more natioBs that get the bomb, 
the better. Hie official Peking 
People's Daily said 
recently 
that Red China *'wiU never be 
party to the so-called nuclear 
nonproliferation treaty to de- 
prive non-nucleer countries of 
their righU and injure the inter- 
ests of the world's people." 


As China grows n»ore confi- 
dent, Moscow grows more Jit- 
tery. The danger is far closer to 
the U.S.S.R. than to the Western 
Hemisphere. And China, denied 
Soviet help since IfM in the nu- 
clear weapons field, grows more 
belligerent toward the Soviet 
leaders with each successful 
test.

TOKYO CAP) — Red China's 
fifth nuclear explosk>n, appar- 
ently its biggest, indicates a big 
stride toward a hydrogen weap- 
on. Japanese experts said to- 
day. 


There was some speculation 
the device exploded Wednesday 
was a small hydrogen bomb, or 
a reinforced nuclear weapon. 
Although the official Chinese 
announcement gave no details 
of the site and type of the de- 
vice. Japanese newspapers had 
no doubt it contained thermonu- 
clear material. 


They noted the Chinese an- 
nouncement said the test raised 
China's nuclear knowledge "to a 
new level.'* 


Some predicted a grim new 
year's present if the test's ra- 
dioaetive cloud drifu over Ja- 
pan as expadad Satufday or 
Sunday. 
Snow, which 
could 
bring dowa eoBtaminatad parU- 
clea from the atmotphere, is 
foreeaat for much of Japan en 
New Yeer's Dey.

••At any rate, we must pay 
attentk» to the fact that real 
production of a hydrogen bomb

newspaper Sahkei sakl. 


Sankei said Japanese defense 
agency offkials did not bdieve 
the blaat was a hilMledged hy- 
drogen bomb because of the 
yield — eetimated by U.S. intel- 
ligence at the equivalent of 881^ 
000 tons (800 Utotons) ofTlcr. 


Sankei said Japanese ofOelala 
believe an H-bomb would have 
produced a yield near to 1,000 
kilotons. But the newspaper As- 
ahi noted that the United States 
set off a hydrogen bomb under- 
ground in Nevada in 1811 in the 
100-kiloton range. 


b Bad WeatlMr 
Another Japanese newspeper, 
Mainichi, sakl the fifth test was 
believed to have increased the 
amount of thermonuclear ma- 
terial in the Chinese bomb. Con- 
ducted in bad weather, the test 
demonstrated 
the 
stepped-up 
pitch in China's nuclear devel- 
opment, the newspaper saki. 


It added it wiU be some time, 
however, before China is able to 
reduce a hydrogen device to a 
size capable of being deUvered 
by a missile. 


Most 
Japanese 
estimates 
were based on a study of micro- 
barometer readings at the Japa- 
nese 
Meteorological 
Agency. 
Although the readings were not 
high, one expert sakl they dki 
not exclude the possibility the 
blast coukl have been a small 
hydrogen bomb. 


Official U.S. reactkm 
was 
scant. The U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commisskm sakl only that the 
Chinese test had a yiekl of "sev- 
eral hundred" kitotons.

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The Fight On Poverty 


Poverty is a poor human condition that invites 
sympathy and correction. 


Scramble it with politics and you’ve to t something 
that is as hard to nail down as quicksilver. 


The Johnson Administration, with more than a 
billion dollars from Congress for a starter, has launched 
a War on Poverty that catches the public interest and 
creates quite wn emotional an>eal to persons of 
w ill. 


After a eouple years of trial it creates quite a bit 
of cynicism, too, in persons who want to see some re­ 
sults that can be attributed to the effort and wiio’d like 
to be convinced that the effort gets down to basics in 
impoverishment and isn’t just a vote-catching political 
gimmick. 


Earl Raab writes in “The Public Interest” masra- 
line under “What War and Which Poverty?” that while 
the War on Poverty varies somewhat in structure and 
content in different communities across the county-, 
its core meaning and ultimate fate are best revealed 
in ttie communities in which it has been most fully un- 
folM .

Raab is a member of the Mayor's Commission on 
Civil Rights in San Francisco and a consultant to the 
California Welfare Department. He says that only the 
most innocent do not understand that an additional 
billion dollars has been spent on rehabilitative welfare 
services for speci^c portions of the poor, on top of the 
routine spending of over $10 biUion yearly on the same 
services to the same people. This $10 billion spending 
has brought no mass rehabilitative results among the 
poor, which is the goal of the $1 billion spending. 


The War on Poverty’s phases of participation of 
the poor (to motivate them to self-improvement) and 
group approach (addressed not merely to welfare re­ 
cipients who are already destitute, but to the poten­ 
tially destitute as well) begin to excite the less tired 
social workers, says Raab. Tlie complaeent paternalism 
of social welfare departments is being somewhat shak­ 
en by these ^ases of the War on Poverty, Raab sug­ 
gests, but this is an internal, professional thing.

MOSCOW (AP) — Peking's 
leaders have ordered an all-out 
hate- Soviet campaign in the 
Chinese army, the Soviet de­ 
fense ministry charged today. 


The defense ministry newspa­ 
per Red Star said “everything 
has been placed at the service 
of anti-Soviet propaganda.** The 
article, spread across the bot­ 
tom of two pages, was clearly 
aimed at warning Soviet mill 
tary personnel of possiUe dan­ 
ger from China.

During tha near decade 
that followed, axparimcnta di­ 
rected by Dr. Lloyd R. Cham­ 
pion, professor of poultry sci­ 
ence, and Dr. Howard Zindal, 
chairman of 
MSU*a 
Poultry 
Science Department, 
resulted 
in several important findings. 


Housing research at the sta- 
tkm, for example, showed that 
laying hana did not naed 3 to 
square feet of space per 
bird as had baen recommended 
for many decades. MSU scien­ 
tists found that the bir^ could 
get al<»f nearly as well with 
only one-third to one-half that 
space. This finding has offered 
poultrymen an opportunity to 
raise more chickens per house 
and maximize their income per 
unit of floor space. 


Another housing project just 
completed compared the ad­ 
vantages of ^'constant” and 
'^environmental** temperaturaa 
in a poultry house. Under 
‘"constant” t«nperature condi­ 
tions, the temperature in the 
poultry house is kept about the 
same throughout the year. With 
“environmental’* temperatures, 
the temperatile in the house is 
allowed to vary with outside 
temperatures.

Canada Boosts

R.M. Fowler, preakient of the 
Canadian Pu^ and Paper Asso- 
ciatton, says Canada’s produc- 
turn of pulp and paper increased 
by more than 9 par cent in 1901 
but profits in Ute industry did 
not match the big pace. 


Fowlar, in his yaarend report, 
sakl the productton gain was tha 
largest ever achieved by the 
Canadian industry and raised 
the nation’s output of pulp and 
paper to a value of 92.3 bUlkm. 


Final figures for newsprint 
would show a production in­ 
crease of nine per cent, and of 
more than that lor paperboard. 
Kraft paper output rose by up* 
wards of 8 per cent. 


Canada’s exports of wood pulp 
were up 3 per cent in 1906 over 
1965. 


Fowler said cairital eiq>endi- 
tures in the pulp and paper in­ 
dustry also were at record levels 
in 1966. They are estimated to 
have exceeded 1500 million.

that an “Honest 
George” system of merchan­ 
dising the eggs on the farm can 
be very successful. With this 
system, customers ailect their 
own cartoned eggs firom a re- 
frigeratad display casa, pay for 
their purchsses (using an open 
cash box), and sign a registet 
with their name, data and 
amount 
of purchase. 
This 
method aUows poultrymen to 
sell many of thehr eggs on ttie 
farm while keeping the “store 
keeping” chore to a minimum.
